The pistol was accidentally dis­ 
charged, the ball passing through 
Manciet’s heart. Dillon was soon af­ 
ter arrested and lodged in jail.

NOT AN BAD AN FEARED. 
C onflict of A uthority Rctweeu 
IVIIIitury and Pence Officer*. 
S an F rancisco, September 26*.—The 
Examiner has the following from Tuc­ 
son, Arizona, to-night: The alarm 
aliout the Indian outbreak has quieted 
down. It seems that a horseman 
clothed in a soldier’s costume rode 
into Pantano about 7 o’clock Saturday 
•morning on a run and inquired for the 
trail to Benson, saying that the In­ 
dians were raising trouble about 
twenty miles up the valley, and he 
was notifying settlers. As nothing 
further has been heard from San Car­ 
los, this man either was frightened by 
some Indians that he saw, or 
was sent out to raise the ex­ 
citement. although all the authori­ 
ties concede the fact that an out­ 
break is imminent. They have taken 
every precautionary measure to pre­ 
vent it. Major Noyes, of Fort Lowell, 
has a perfect cordon of soldiers from 
Tres Alamos to Benson, having two 
companies in the field. 
There seems to be a considerable 
conflict between the civil authorities 
and the military regarding Indian 
prisoners. The Sheriff of Pinal county 
wants some Apache Indians who arc 
on the San Carlos reservation, and de­ 
mands that the military authorities 
surrender them, which they are loth 
to do, claiming that they are not 
guilty. Kskimizin has not lieen ar­ 
rested, but has tied to San Carlos and 
is under military protection. Sheriff 
Fryer, of Pinal county, has demanded 
the surrender of these Indians. 
A HINT SCENE. 
Opportune A rrival of a Net-c»«ary 
Product. 
an F r a n c isc o, September 26.—Pa- 
cific-street wharf and the roads lead­ 
ing thereto presented a very lively 
¡ppearance all day to-day, with carts 
loading Wellington coal from the 
steamer Wellington, which arrived 
the dav previous. 
As early as 8 
o’clock last night carts began to arrive 
at the wharf, and hv midnight the 
pier was completely jammed. The 
coal was discharged from five hoppers, 
although one is usually sufficient.

A Violent Storm iu Texas 
ami Mexico. 


NOT AFRAID OK BA1I WEATHEH. 


President Cleveland’s Diplomacy 
—The Arch Boodler Must 
W ear the Stripes. 


(Associated Press Dispatches to the Herald. I 
E l P aso, Texas, September 26.—A 
storm has been raging in Northern 
Mexico for several days. At Teuz, 
twenty-eight miles north of Chihua­ 
hua, a bridge 200 feet long has been 
almost completely destroyed, together 
with considerable other projierty. All 
trains arc delayed. Passengers on the 
north-bound train were tuken to the 
ranch of Governor Terrazas, this 
morning, where they were breakfasted 
and are being entertained until the 
road is repaired, when they will re­ 
sume their journey. 
Freight train No. 2, going south, 
when near Galligo, witli two engines 
ahead and owe behind, broke in two.. 
The fore part stopi»ed and the rear 
part came crashing into it, demolish­ 
ing two cars and damaging many 
others. The train men are unhurt. 
The train coming north, when six 
miles out from Chihuahua, ran into u 
washout and landed the engine and 
three cars into the flood. Engineer 
McLane was caught under his engine, 
but got out alive and is at Chihuahua. 
He is reported iu a serious condition. 
Several others are reported badly 
bruised, but none seriously. 
The timber and machinery is on the 
ground to replace the new bridge as 
the whter goes down.

THE LARGEST GATHERING YET. 


The Veterans Once More in Tents 
A Rain Delays the 
Parade. 


(Associated Press Dispatches to the H erald. 
St. Louis, September 26.—A na­ 
tional salute from Camp Washington 
heralded the dawning of day this 
morning for the veterans of the Grand 
Army, and aroused visitors and com­ 
mittees whose duties called them to 
early trains. The thin mist hanging 
over the city began, increased, and de­ 
veloped into a steady, disagreeable 
rain. 
However, west and south 
poured in in great crowds, and before 
noon the railroads had brought in 
10,000 citizen soldiers ami many more 
of their households. At the depot 
and camps all seemed confusion, but 
order quickly assumed command, and 
the search for old regiments and old 
friends at once began. 
a s p l e n d id s p e c t a c l e .

Five hundred 
of these are pitched in Lyon Park, 300 
in Concordia Park, Hytle Park 500, 
Washington Park 55, Carr Place 700, 
St. L ouíh 300, Jackson Park 150, For­ 
est Park 250, around the Court House 
and other places 100. In the heart of 
the city fur several days the deserted 
walks and white coverings were more 
like a city of the dead, but to-night an 
nrmp of jovial and tried spirits crowd 
the way.

Some­ 
times a call for a comrade not seen for 
years is made. Too often there is no 
response, but then again an answer— 
silence as they meet and then a jubilee. 
These camps are full of pathetic meet­ 
ings after years of separation, and it 
is this that draw s bo many thousand 
boys in blue together. The great 
camp is a success, and will become 
part of the G. A. R. encampments of 
the future. 
FRANK P. BLAIR POST,

All the afternoon and evening the 
arrivals of the veterans and their 
families, in squads, groups, posts and 
divisions, by regular and excursion 
trains and by steamboat, have been 
incessant. 
They have marched 
through the muddy streets in Bpite of 
the rain. They are coming in such 
unorganized detachments and failing 
to rejiort, that all attempts to keep a 
record or make an estimate of their 
number have failed, though those in 
charge are satisfied that von* many 
more than were counted upon have 
couie. •

l*urclia*e off Bond*. 
W a s h in g t o n , September 26.—The 
total amount of bonds purchased by 
the treasurer to-day under the circular 
of the 2il instant, was $1,253,250, of 
which $1,076,200 were 4l.j per cents, 
and $1,770,050 were 4 per cents. The 
total amount of money already paid 
out for bonds under ’ this circular is 
$9,593,400, which represents $8,814,­ 
650 principal and $1,408,770 premium 
on bonds. These payments are in ad­ 
dition to purchases of $11,565,3004*.j 
per cent bonds under the previous 
circular. Interest due October 1st on

The NIrAuIiffffo-Cnrney Fight. 
B oston, September 26.—The back­ 
ers of Jack McAuliffe of Brooklyn, 
champion lightweight pugilist of 
America, met the representatives of 
Jem Carney, the English lightweight 
champion, in this city to-day, when it 
was agreed to postpone the fight be­ 
tween the champions for six weeks 
from October 3d. McAuliffe’s backers 
gave Carney $500 in cash for agreeing 
to the postponement, and Carney 
agreed to make the stakes $4500 in­ 
stead of $5000 as first proposed. A 
final deposit was posted to-day. The 
postponement was made necessary by 
McAuliffe’s illness. 


AKEortntc-d PrenK Dispatches to the Herald.. 
P a r is, September 26.—The follow­ 
ing details have been received con­ 
cerning the shooting incident on the 
Franco-German frontier: Saturday 
morning a party of live sjiortsmen and 
four beaters were following a jiatli on 
French territory, seven yards from the 
frontier, when a person standing be­ 
hind a plum tree on the German side, 
and eighty yards from the frontier, 
tired three shots at them.

P a r is, Septemlier 26.—The Premier, 
Rouvier, lias decided to send a note to 
Berlin requesting the German govern­ 
ment in the interest of continuing 
friendly relations to institute an inqui­ 
ry into^ the frontier affair at once.

I f T g i e u i r D r a w b a c k * , 
A San .fosé paper hypocritically 
says: 
One conspicuous merit in the Los 
Angeles papers is their frankness. 
They hold back nothing local tltat 
needs criticism from any cowardly 
fear of exposing defective city man 
agement to outsiders and thus deter­ 
ring immigration. 
At the same time 
we cannot, in duty to our own locality, 
allow some defects of Ix»s Angeles as 
a city to pass without notice, so far as 
we find them clearly and courageously 
set forth in its local press. 
We do this 
not with any desire to injure Los An­ 
geles, but simply to show that San 
José as a place of residence has points 
of superiority, while we concede to 
certain classes of business men there 
a marked advantage in enterprise and 
far-sightedness over similar classes 
here. Every one who has been in 
both Los Angeles and San Jose knows 
th at the crooked, and narrow and ill- 
paved streets the of southern city are in 
marked contrast with the straight, 
broad and (to a large extent) well- 
paved streets of San Jose. 
All th e above* is mere moonshine, 
including the charge that our streets 
are crooked, narrow ami ill paved. Now 
as a m atter of fact there are not more 
than three or four crooked streets in 
Ixis Angeles, and excepting Spring 
street these are not important. That 
one is the second in importance, ami 
perhaps may remain 
so; but its 
crookedness in nowise impairs its use­ 
fulness. 
During ninety-seven one- 
hundredths 
of 
its 
course 
it 
straight 
and 
deviates 
from 
the 
line 
of 
rectitude 
merely 
at 
both ends where it forms a junction 
With Main street. As to the thorough­ 
fares of this city b iing narrow, the 
statement is 
notoriously incorrect. 
The usual width of our streets is sixty 
feet, and a good many run to eighty 
and a hundred feet wide. Our streets, 
while not generally paved, are, ex ­ 
cepting in very had weather, decidedly 
good—as goo 1 as in any city in the 
.State. After a heavy rain of long con­ 
tinuance they do get slushy, and then 
we all, in our impatience, utter a great 
deal of very severe comment upon 
their condition. Now this is all neing 
changed, and before the winter sets 
in the center of the city will have 
well paved streets. 
Our kind northern contemporary 
makes a communication in the col­ 
umns of our neighbor, the Tribune, 
of this city, the text for these anim ad­ 
versions upon our affairs. Uj>on that 
letter he goes ou to sa y : 
The Tribune calls attention to the 
want of parks (of which San Jose has 
some, but perhaps not'enough); the 
absence of alleys, where refuse can 
be conveniently handled; the tenden­ 
cy to “ crowding and building resi­ 
dences toget her,’’ and the short-sighted 
olicy of “ laying oat, narrow streets” 


then the whole business of “ trails" 
and “ zig-zag lines”—why the man 
must have been out to " a lodge meet­ 
ing,” and have Itecn trying to find the 
fellow who stole his kev-hole when 
h e penned such rubbish. 
A paper is 
sometimes called upon to publish such 
stuff, but an intelligent paper gener­ 
ally contradicts such erroneous state­ 
ments. 
Then follows an excerpt from the 
Tribune in relation to the schools, in 
which a proposition to build those 
•differs 
Upwards, three-stories to the dom e," 
Is very sensibly discussed by our 
neighbor: but the San Jose* fellow 
seizes on that and contorts it into a 
erious intention to do this thing. Ho 
starts out with mealy-mouthed hy­ 
pocrisy, 
and then, 
as usual, de­ 
velops the 
cloven 
foot. This is 
all 
under 
the 
caption “ Hygenie 
Drawbacks,” and the attem pt is to 
prove our city not in a healthy state. 
This is the best climate on the fooi- 
stool; this is the healthiest commu­ 
nity in the Union, and no amount of 
inconsiderate correspondence, or ma­ 
licious misrepresentation will serve to 
change these indubitable and thor­ 
oughly well understood facts. 


Some days ago a Pasadena paper 
published a letter from T. B. Bishop, 
Esq., a prominent lawyer in San Fran­ 
cisco which was written to Mr. Aug­ 
ust Mayer in answer to one that geu- 
tleman had written Bishop upon the 
sewage farm which it is proposed to 
establish south of the ranch of Mr. 
Bishop, near San Gabriel, the farm to 
take the waste from the city of Pasa­ 
dena. This letter we clipped and pub­ 
lished as a matter of im portant news. 
So important was it that we took tlio 
liberty of commenting on it, in no un­ 
friendly spirit at all, but merely to 
draw' attention to a point of jjfreat in­ 
terest to all in this section. The editor 
of the Pasadena Union read the com­

Esq., of San Francisco, is a big lawyer 
who will read us the riot act in such 
forcible language that our Engineer, 
City Council and others concerned 
will be so alarmed as to abandon all 
endeavors to 
approach h ie barley 
patch. 
This looks to some people in 
this immediate vicinity like a game of 
bulldozing. 
And the H e r a l d had 
better not have a hand in it.” The 
hard matter to understand in this af­ 
fair is 
the 
obliquity 
of 
under­ 
standing 
which could misconstrue 
the language of the H e r a l d , unless 
the “ object aimed a t” was to create 
an ill-feeling against this journal on a 
false issue. Mr. Bishop is “ a big 
lawyer,” and he did “ read the riot 
act in forcible language.” The H e r­ 


ald has “ no hand in it,” and desires 
to have none beyond the functions of 
legitimate newspaper interest. If the 
editor of the Union thinks the opposi­ 
tion 
of 
the law a little matter, 
such a view 
will 
merely 
help 
to 
clear 
him 
of 
an 
attempt 
to raise a false issue, and we will con­ 
done the hand he is taking in the 
affair on the ground of mere every­ 
day slowness of comprehension. 
As 
for ourselves we shall be glad to Bee 
the sewage farm succeed. 
As we 
said, 
from 
a 
scientific 
stand­ 
point, 
Mr. 
Mayer 
is no doubt 
right. 
But 
how 
h e 
will stand 
in the courts is a different matter. 
Courts are obstinate things, and not 
always scientific. 
One of them, and 
that an ecclesiastical court, said once 
that the world docs not move. It 
even imprisoned the scientific gentle­ 
man who said it does move. All the 
attention Galileo paid to the sentence 
was to say: “ It moves for all that.” 
Now we shall rejoice if Mr. Mayer can 
make his scheme “ move for all that.” 


P rovidence sometimes does things 
so seemingly cruel th at they are mys­ 
terious. 
Captain Mike Cregan, of 
New York city, is dead—died right 
on the eve of a campaign. 
A paper 
published near Mike’s late home, and 
one which seems to have known the 
Captain well, speaks of him as fol­ 
lows: “ He was a power in carrying 
caucuses and conventions, and

ed by changing it into electricity, and 
by this means the most delicate differ­ 
ences of temperature are indicated.

If the thermo-electric poles 
are applied to the two sides of the 
head, and this fact is not made clear, 
there is some improper accumulation 
of blood which brings about a differ­ 
ent result.

head. 
If 
the calorimeter should indicate some­ 
thing different from this, then again 
there would be something wrong. 
Repeated experiment» and observa­ 
tions will ordinarily show what the 
matter is. 
Variations 
from

standard temperature will reveal the 
presence of incipient paralv. is and 
other diseases of the brain. 
This was the instrument used in the 
examination of Mr. Gould’s head, 
and it indicated, Dr. Hammond says, 
that the financier’s head is all right 
ami as sound as a dollar.

per rarely, if ever, asks anybody to 
:eep his attention fixed for more than 
a minute or two on one topic, unless by 
way of narrative, and a man who has 
read nothing but newspapers for a few 
years finds that by the time lie reaches 
middle life that he can neither read a 
book nor play any game of pure skill.

sometimes flattering. The problems 
whist presents are, indeed, very like 
those which meet people in the course 
of a quiet 
uneventful 
life, such 
as questions of dress, of 
house­ 
keeping, 
or 
farm, 
or 
jaunting. 
They 
require 
close attention to, 
and memory for, details, some knowl­ 
edge of character, and just philosophy 
enough for the chapter of accidents. 
W hist has none of the mental anxiety 
or harrowing regrets or self reproaches 
of chess. 
There is always chance 
enough in it to save one’s self-love, 
but not enough to furnish the wild ex­ 
citem ent of poker or baccarata or 
rouge et noir. We doubt if any man, 
whatever his special powers or accom- 
K 
lishm ents in other fields might be, 
as ever become a brilliant whist 
player without taking great pride in 
it, and without being ready to sac- 
flce to it almost any other form of so­ 
cial enjoyment.—[New York Evening 
Post.

A N ew B oot-M ak in g System . 
A new system of boot-making has 
been perfected in which the method 
of securing *the soles, uppers and in­ 
soles together is the exact reverse of 
the ordinary wholesale system. 
In 
the latter the uppers are attached to 
the insoles by small tacks, the points 
of which in time protrude into the 
w earer's feet, besides which their use 
is accompanied by other disadvan­ 
tages. 
The sole is then scored or 
channeled round to receive the stitch­ 
ing, by which 
it 
is, of course, 
weakened 
and its 
water-resisting 
power greatly 
reduced. 
In the 
“ Ab 
Intra” 
system 
the 
tacks 
are deftly put into the insole by 
a handy machine, the flat heads of 
the nails being flush with the surface 
of the insole and toward the wearer’s 
feet. 
The insole is then placed on the 
last with the points upward, and the 
upper is pulled over them and made 
fast by means of a hollow’ tool, with 
which the operator presses down the 
leather over the point of each nail. 
The sole is then placed over the pro­ 
truding points of the nails and ham ­ 
mered down, a few sm art biows serv­ 
ing to secure the sole to the upper and 
insole. 
So perfectly are the three 
united 
that 
it 
* requires 
tools 
and considerable force to separate 
them . 
The secret of this 
great 
cohesive power lies in the form of the 
nail, which lias a shoulder near its 
point and in section resembles an 
open harpoon. Hence, when driven 
into the leather the latter closes over 
the shoulder of the nail and defies all 
but tlie most severe efforts to extract 
it. 
After the sole lias been secured 
the boot is finished in the usual way, 
the time 
occupied 
in fixing 
the 
sole being about half that required in 
the ordinary machine boot process. 
The value of the system is attested by 
practical boot manufacturers, and it 
appears likely to effect a marked 
change in the condition of the whole­ 
sale boot manufacturing trade.—[Lou­ 
don Times.

Mrs. 
Blake, being Osborne’s 
mother, is grandmother to Osborne’s 
son. The latter, however, being a son 
of the wife of Mrs. Blake’s father-in 
law, is, therefore, a brother to his 
grandmother and grand-uncle to his 
grandmother’s sister, the daughter 
who married Mrs. Blake’s brother-in- 
law. 
He is also her nephew’, as the 
son of her brother. 
Osborne is the 
younger Mrs. Blake’s grandfather as 
well as her brother. 
Thus 
her 
nephew, Osborne’s son, becomes un­ 
cle to his aunt, being a son of her 
grandmother.

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THE MEXICAN TBAOEDY. 


F a r t h e r P a r t l s a l a n C o n c e r n í a * 
t h e L m b B a l d w i n H a r t e r . 
The Examiner correspondent to-day 
called upon Consul Brigham, whose 
office is on the other side of the river, 
to interview him about the numerous 
outrages committed on American citi­ 
zens in Mexico. The Consul is in 
very poor heath, and was very re­ 
luctant to talk, particularly 
upon 
Mexican matters. 
Americans do not 
stand a fair show in that country. 
When they take leave of their native 
«oil their Government takes mighty 
little interest in their welfare. This 
is his opinion, and it is abundantly 
proved by the facts gleaned from the 
reports of cases which occurred in his 
consular jurisdiction, and which also 
shows that the Mexican has no very 
exalted opinion of jhe rights of the 
person and property of American liv 
tng in that country. 
A few cases are 
herewith given: 
• An American by the name of Wm. 
Dalton, an employe of the Texas Pa­ 
cific Railroad, visited Paso del Norte 
to see the old town and returned 
about 9 o’clock in the evening. 
He 
was in the act of crossing the railroad 
bridge over the Rio Grande, and, not 
being able to speak or understand the 
Spanish language, wheu he was halt­ 
ed by the Mexican guard, attempted 
to pass on to the American side. 
He 
w as fired upon and killed. 
The Mexican was arrested and 
jailed, and is still in confinement 
since January last, and no disposition 
has been shown by the Mexican au­ 
thorities to bring him to trial, al­ 
though the facts shown conclusively 
prove that it was murder. 
MURDEK TWO. 
Another case was at Tresjacales, a 
small village on the Rio Grande, 
about thirty or forty miles below Paso 
del Norte. 
A Mexican bv the name 
•of Gregorio Rivera, residing on the 
American side and claiming to be a 
•citizen of Texas, attended a dance on 
the American side, and during the 
tim e a constable from Mexico crossed 
over to the Texas side, and, going into 
th e house, demanded that the prop­ 
rietor pay the usual tax levied bv the 
Mexican local authorities on all per­ 
sons giving these parties. 
He was 
refused by the proprietor, on the 
ground of his being an American 
citizen, living in Texas, and owing 
allegiance to the United States. 
He 
was threatened by the constable, who 
said he would get even with him , and 
left. 
The next day the proprietor’s son 
and Rivera crossed the Rio Grande to 
look for some stayed or stolen horses, 
when they were suddenly halted by 
the Mexican magistrate ami the con­ 
stable who had endeavored to collect 
the tax, who approached within a few 
yards of them, when the constable 
asked the magistrate if he should 
“ kill him .” 
Rivera did not hear the 
.reply, but the constable raised his 
W inchester and fired at him , the ball 
entering his shoulder and coming out 
of the lower part of the bowels. 
They carried Rivera to a prison in 
Tresjacales, where he remained until 
his brother came over from the Texas 
side and prevailed upon authorities to 
allow the wounded man to be moved 
to a private house, where he died in 
great agony that night- 
By persistent efforts of the Consul 
the magistrate and constable were ar­ 
rested very reluctantly by the Mexi­ 
cans, and after some sort of trial, of 
which they gave the Consul no notice, 
after repeated promises to do so, they 
were, turned loose, with the credit of 
having killed another Gringo. 
The case was reported to Washing­ 
ton by the Consul and no action was 
taken because it was shown that the 
murdered man was a native of Mexico, 
although he claimed to be a citizen of 
Texas. 
A CASE OF KIDNAPING. 
Thomas Brown, claiming to have 
been born in the city of San Francisco, 
whose father was an American and 
whose mother, a Mexican, was ar­ 
rested last summer and jailed in Paso 
del Norte an a minor offense. He was 
taken out of jail by the Mexican po­ 
lice to perform menial service in light­ 
ing the street lamps, and while thus 
engaged suddenly ran off and made 
his escape across the river into the 
suburbs of El Paso, where he was 
pursued by two Mexicans, one of 
them a policeman, and overtaken 
near the round-house of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad, and 
«hot at twice by his pursuers. 
Brown 
secreted himself in a culvert of the 
railroad, and when the Mexicans 
came up they arrested and treated 
him most cruelly, beating him over 
the head with their pistols and with 
stones. They seized him and forcibly 
and violently carried carried him from 
American territory across the Rio 
Grande to Paso del Norte, where he 
was again imprisoned. 
He applied to Consul Brigham for 
protection, and the Consul went to see 
and found him suffering from a num ­ 
ber of brutal wounds inflicted on his 
head and face, and his condition pitia­ 
ble in the extreme. The consul then 
took steps to bring the m atter before 
the 8tate Department. The Mexican 
authorities arrested the two kidnapers, 
held them a short time and discharged 
them without punishment. The Mex­ 
ican authorities, evidently becoming 
alarmed a t their unjustifiable course 
in holding Brown, released him. 
This was one of the clearest cases 
of 
kidnaping that has ever been 
brought to the attention of the coun­ 
try. 
Judge Brigham is a gentlemen of 
eufierior intelligence and great popu­ 
larity in El Paso and among the Amer­ 
icans in Mexico. 
He is very ener­ 
getic in the performance of his duties, 
although a confirmed invalid. 
He is 
thoroughly conscientious and just in 
his dealings, and there is with him no 
toadyism or subserviency of self-in­ 
terest. 
The Examiner correspondent also 
interviewed Rush Ell more formerly of 
Kansas City, who has been residing 
for three years in the District of Cuen- 
come, State of Durango. 
Mr. Ell- 
more is 
a prominent citizen, who 
owns several mining properties there, 
and his testimony as to the treatment 
of Americans in Mexico is as follows; 
OTHER MURDERS. 
Louis Feltner, from Chicago owned 
mining properties in Chicago about 
two year* ago. 
He started on horse­ 
back from Cuencome to his mines, 
about twenty miles distant, and was 
murdered by Mexicans. His body 
was found a week after. 
His arms 
were pinioned behind him and his 
legs were also fastenód behind him 
with a rope, which extended to and 
around his neck, with a slip-knot 
which tightened as he struggled and 
evidently choked him to death. The 
motive for killinghim was not robbery, 
as he had no money or valuables on 
his person, but was the owner of some 
old abandoned mines which he had 
worked and found valuable. 
“ The Mexican authorities knew of 
his murder, but nothing was ever 
done to ferret out the author. 
Several years ago there were two 
other murders, the victims 
being 


other foreigners. The Mexicans are 
jealous of our people and their enter­ 
prises. and always show a partiality 
lor others. They have always treated 
me properly, because I attend strictly 
to my own business and avoid all 
irritating subjects. The poor class of 
Americans stand no show whatever in 
that country, andaré heartily despised 
by the 
natives.”—[San 
Francisco 
Examiner.

in the interest of those w ho are di­ 
rected by 
hom e influences, whose 
pathw ay is guarded by th e watchful 
interest excited by parental love.

is approved, is of the greatest im port­

cast, w ho unnoticed to-day as they 
are jostled about in th e eb b and flow 
of increasing population. 
T he years 
are few a n a fly quietly w hen th eir 
presence and influence’ for good or 
evil will be felt in th e com m unity and 
nation. 
It is th e policy of our system of 
governm ent to place th e m eans of 
education w ithin tho reach of all, it 
being for th e public welfare and of the 
first im portance. 
To th at end then 
th e m eans should be provided for 
those of ten d er years, w ho are un­ 
happily cast upon th e com m unity 
w ithout m eans of support or educa­ 
tion and w ith no influence to direct 
them . It is m y aim to have established 
in this city an industrial and educa­ 
tional institution to be a charge upon 
the State, countv and city, where 
such industrial education m ay lie liad 
as to fit th e youth for honorable occu­ 
pation and such intellectual and moral 
training as to im press th e obligation 
of the citizen to his governm ent and 
to liis fellow m an. 
I therefore offer 
the following reso lu tio n : 
Be it 
Resolved, By th e M ayor an d Council 
of the city of Los Angeles (Sec. 1), 
th at a com m ittee of th ree be ap­ 
pointed by th e P resident of the C oun­

Then, again, we will have the 
Opera Houses and mansions and drives very 
soon, aud we never will have the blizzards 
or the snow.

These people have filled 
Florida with costly mansions—habitable 
only for threo or four mouths in the year, 
aud they have Hued the Atlantic sca-coast 
with summer cities, where the hotels aud 
cottages are tenantless from October until 
June. They are now coming here and 
iu five years there will 1>e houses faciug the 
sea, withiu a stoue'a throw of each other, all 
the way from Santa Monica to San Diego 
bay.

In 
some eases these incrustations acc tun 11 lato 
to such au extent as to form a regular plug 
In the nose, which obstructs breathing and 
produce serious discomfort. 8?» firmly do 
these incrustations adhere to the point of 
attachment that their removal usually re­ 
quires the mo$t violent efforts; not unfre- 
quently they have to be torn from the mem­ 
brane.

face, giving rise to a dist: casing sensation of 
heavy weight or compression over the fore­ 
head, especially iu the region above and be­ 
tween the eyes, and ton feeling oi fulness, 
heat, irritation, sor. ness or pai in the nos­ 
trils near the root, of the nose, as well as in 
the upper part of the throat-, above and be­ 
hind the soft palate. Sometime* there is 
pain obstinately fixed iu some particular 
part, as in the temple, on the top of the 
head, at the back of the neck, or benind the 
orbits, and, occasionally, pain manifests 
itself iu the -face of so severe a character 
that it is frequently mistaken for neuralgia.
